Moor that helpt to get me out of priſon, 
leaving Edward Abbot, Jefferie Kerbie, John 


 Elken, Jaſper Tymme,:and M. Bedle the Prea- 


cher (whom T met there by chance, not 
knowing of their coming ) behind me in 
Zeruſslem,and which grieved me moſt, the 
Gentleman of Middleboroups,calledM.Fobn 
Barrel, - that I met withal at Grand Cairo, 
who had born. me company from thence 
to-Zeru[alem, forſook me there, and ſtayed 
in Jeruſalew: with the other five Eng/iſhmen, 
and ſo wasI left alone to the mercy of my 
Moor that kept me company, and never 
left me ti}] I came to Grand Caire, Now 


. What happened to me in my travelling 


from J:z:/alem to Camo, and from thence 
to Alexandria, where my ſhip lay,- 1 Will 
hereafter declare. 
'* Departing from: Jeruſalem, we got ſafely 
to 51s 26 from-thence went to {ſcalor, 
| an 
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&ſo toGaza,which lyeth upon theBorders' 
of the Deſarts of Arabia : at one of thoſe: 
two places I hoped. to have ſome paſſage. 
by water, either to Alexandria, or to Dami- 
| e:ra, but failifig thereof, I was in a maze 
and knew not what to'do 5 whether IT 
were beſt to go back again to J:rs/alem, 
or to-' put my {elf deſperately into the 
hands of the wild Ara#ians, to beby them 
conducted to Grand Coir: : one of thoſe 
two-courles I muſt of force take, there: 
was no hope of paſſage, and yet I had 
another hope I ſhould find paffage at Jop- 
pa, and for that cauſe ſtayed at Gaza, and 
ſent my Moor toJ-ppa to ſeek for paſſage, 
but there was none to be: had. At laſt 
confidering with iy felf that my haſt 
into Egypt was great ; for I had left my'* 
man Waldred in Cair:, with my ſtock of 
one thouſand two hundred pounds, and 
my ſhip lay tn the- rode of Alexandria, 
with ſixty men in her, and whether they 
would depart without me, or no, I knew 
not :* for that when I went from them 
to go up to the River of Nylzs to Cazro, [ 
had no intent to g0 for Jeruſalem. My bu- 
ſineſs ſtanding thus I was forced to'this' 
extremity, to make away all the money I 
[had about me, . and to put my ſelf into' 
the hands of two wild 4rabians, who un>: 


dertook * 
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dertook to carry me and my Moor (with- 
gut whom I durſt not go) to the City of I 
Cairo, in four daies if IT would pay them | 
our and twenty Sultans of TT hop I 
came to the Materia near Cajro, and upon 
that conditian, they would deliver me 
Wy there, otherwiſe they ſaid that they 
would carry me priſoner with them, -or 
elſe cut my throat ; And fo a eeingwirh 
them, by my Moor- who {pake for me, 
and withal warranted me to go lafely, 
{wearing that he would not leave me by 
any means ; the two wild Arabians pro- 
vided two good Dromedaries for-us to 
ride on, I and the Moor riding before and 
the Arab ans behind us, two upon each 
Dromedary, and fo departed from Gaze, 
about two 1n the Clock in the afternoon, 
and rode a hard pace : thoſe kind of beaſts 
going ſo hard, that within four hours 
I was fo weary, that I deftred them to 
 ſiffer me to alight down to-reſt me, 

which we did about- ſix of the Clock in 
_ the evening, and being alighted, the Ara- 
bijans tyed the Dromedaries two fore- 
feet together, as their manner is, making 
them kneel down: which done, weſate 
down to eat a few Raiſins and Bisket,ſuch 
as wecarryed in our Alforges; but in the 
mean time, one of our Dromedaries brake 
his halter and ran back again towards 
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Gaze,whereupon one of the thieves taok 
the other Dromedary,and made after him, 


| untill both he and:the-other that broke 


looſe and ran away, were both out of our 
ſight : then the other Arabian that ſtayed 
behind with us, ran after them, and we 
were left alone in the wild Deſarts of 
Arabig : at laſt, night approaching, and 
both our guides, and Dromedaries being 
gone, we were both in no ſmall fear 
what would become of us: in which caſe, 
leaving my Moor with the Alforges 
(wherein we carryed our victuals) I went 
up to the top of a ſandy hill, not far from 
thence, to ſee if-I could eſpy our two 
thieves; I was no ſooner upon the top of 
the hill, but I ſaw four wild 4rabiars come 
running towards me, from the other ſide 
of the ſandy hill: which I perceiving, ran 
in great haſt tomy Moor, yet I could not - 
run ſo faft, but one of the thieves was at 
my. heels, and. drawing out his {word; 
bad my Moor deliver me to him ; but the 
Moor bad him ſearch me { for he knew 
well that I had nothing” about me worth 
any thing, only my hair cloth Ccat )and 
{aid further to him, this Guarr ( which 1s- 
as much as unbelitwer ) is to be conducted 


Fto Caro in four 'daies, by two of your 


companions, and therewith named them 
| unto 
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unto him,  whereunto, theyall made an- 
ſxer that if it were-true, they would ds 
me no hurt, bur if their companions came 
not againwith their Dromidaries,then they 
would carry us away with them, but within 
2 hours after in the night time, my two 
Arabians came again with their Dromeda- 
ries, and then they were all fellow thieves.

ment, {0 that Sabatai Sewi returned to hits 


houſe triumphant,fixed in the hearts of h's 
people, who now needed no further Mira- 
cles to confirm them in their faith. And 
thus was Sabatai exalted, when no man 
was thought worthy of communication” 
who did not believe him to be the Meſprah : 
others were called Kophrim, intidels or he-. 
reticks, liable to the cenſure of excommu- 
nication with whom it was not lawful ſo: 
much as to eat: every mangf produced 
1s treaſure, his Gold and Jewels, offer-; 
128 them at the- feet of Sabatar; fo that 
he could have commanded all the wealth - 
of 5myrna, byt he was too fubtil to acceft 
their money, leſt he thould render his: 
celtgn ſulpectted by any act of covetou'- 
nels. Saba:ai Sevi having thus fully fixed 
himſelf in Syr2a, and filled other places. 
with rumours of his fame ; declared that: 
H 2 le- 
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he was called by:God to viſit Cont antinople, 
where the greateſt part of his work was 
to be accompliſht; in order whereunto 
he privately ſhips himfelf,- with ſome tew 
attendants ina Turkiſb Szick, in the Month 


of January 1666, leſt the crowd of his 


diſciples,and ſ{uch who would preſs to fol- 


low him, ſhould endanger him in the Eyes 


of the Turks, 'who already began to 


be ſcandalized at the reports and prophe- 


hes concerning his perſon. But though 


Sabatai took few into the Veflel to him, 
eta multitude of Few: travelled: over 


and to meet him again at Conſtantinople, 
on whom all their Eyes and Expectations 
were intent. The wind proving northern- 


ly, as commonly it is in the Helleſport and 


Propontss ; Sabatai was thirty nine days in 
his voyage, and yet the Veſlel not arriv'd, 
ſo little power had this Meſſiah over the 
Sea and Winds, in which time news be- 
ing come to Corftantinople that the Jews 
Meſſiah was near, all that people prepa- 
red to receive him with the ſame Joy and 
Impatience as was exprelt in other parts 
wherehe arrived ; the great Vizier { then 
alſoat Conſtantinople, being not yet depart- 
ed on his expedition for Candia ) having 
heard ſome rumours of this man, and the 
diſorder 6 madneſs he had raiſed amongſt 
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the Fews ; ſent two. Boats, whil'ſt the 
Saick was detained by contrary winds, 
with commands-to bring him up Priſoner 
to the Port, where accordingly Sabarar 
being come, was committed to the moſt 
loathſome and darkeſt Dungeon in the 
Town, there to remain in farther expe&a- 
tion. of- the Y:zters. ſentence :,. The Jews 


{[ werenot at all diſcouraged at this ill treat- 


ment of their Prophet, but rather confirm- 
ed in their belief of him, as being the ac- 
complifhment. of the propheſie of. thoſe 
things: which ought to preceed his glory 
and -dominion; which conſideration in- 
duc'd: the chiefeſt perſons amongſt the 
Fews to make their viſits and: addrefles 
to-him with the ſame .ceremony.and re- 
ſpe& in the Dungeon as they would have 
done had he then ſat exalted on the throne 
of Iſrael : ſeveral of them, with one 4na- 
cago, by name, a man of-great eſteem a- 
monglt the Fews, attended a whole day 
before him,. with their Eyes caſt down, 
their bodies bending forward, and hands 
croſt before them.( whith are poſtures of 
humility,and ſervice in the Eaſtern Coun- 
treys )- the- undecency of the place, and 
preſent {ubjection, not. having in the leaſt 
abated their high thoughts, and reverence. }.

ſtrated, as they were in other places, 
all trade and traffique forbidden, and 
thole who owed money, in no manner 
careful how to fatisfie it : amongſt which 
wild crew ſome were indebted to our 
Merchants at Galar-, who not knowing 
the way to receive their mony, partly for 
their intereſt, and partly for curioſity 
thought = to viſit this Sabatas complai- 
ning that ſuch particular Jews, upon his 
coming, took upon them the boldneſs to 
acfraud them of their right, deſired he 
would be pleaſed to ſignifie to theſe his 
Subjects, his pleaſure to have ſatisfaction 
given : whereupon Sabaras with much at- 
tectation took Pen and Paper, and wrote 
ro this effect.
